CASE Of JUDGE MILLITER. 


'Congress is averse to the proposition 


• of retiring Judge Hillyer, and 
the 


Nevnda delegation now proposii to have 
an additionalJudge appointed, \\hether 
Congress will consent to this novel in- 
novatisn remains to be ieen. The re- 
tirement of Hunt, Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court, was only accom- 
plished after a struggle with a deter- 
mined minority in both branches of 
Congress. Two reasons actuated the 


in forcing the 
Hunt bill 


through, the most important being the 
desire to enable the Court to catch up 
with its work, new several years behind, 


the secondary one being that under 


the law Hunt would be entitled to retire 
iwc y«ara hence. The case of a District 
Judge, particularly where the labor in- 
volved is no greater than in a State 
lika ours, has no doubt operated to in- 
fluence Congress against establishing a 
precedent like the one proposed. Under 
-any of the peculiar circumstances at- 
tendant upon this subject, it is of the 
utmost importance that, Congress should 
promptly pass some measure which will 
expedite the business of its Courts. 
While we have the highest respect for 
Judge Hillyer, and shall regret to lose 
him from the Bench, it is nothing more 
than right that he should be displaced. 
W« are glad that a gradual improvement 
is noted in his condition, but we submi! 
that even should he deem himself com- 
petent to renew the duties of his posi- 
tion, his decisions will no longer carry 
that weight with lawyers or litigants 
that they have in the past. The brain 
once impaired, can never be expectec 
to resume its former healthy functions, 
and the people would always entertain 
a lingering doubt as to the soundness 
of judicial opinions rendered under 
such circumstances. In order that liti- 
gants shall not be deprived of their just 
rights, .in immediate remedy for the 
present state of affairs is desirable.

The • Important' niaiug derision ren- 


dered by Justice'Miller, in tha Circuit 
Court for Colorado, which Wai recently 
referred to in dispatches as having near- 
ly reached the point of final review by 
the United States Supreme Court, i§ to 
the effect that no mineral • land patent 
can legally issue for more than 160 
acre/I, and that if a nnmbsr of original 
locations nave been consolidated into 
one claim, each of the locations mnsthe 
treated as a distinct claim, and adver- 
tised and proved up, with proof of sep- 
arate work npon it. This decision, if 
sustained by the Supreme Court, would, 
it is said, destroy two-thirds of the pat- 
ents heretofore 
issued 
for mining 


claims, and make the procuring of pat- 
ents for moat of the old claims impos- 
sible, because of the impracticability of 
making proof of old locations, and be- 
cause, in most instances, separate work 
has not been done on the old locations, 
which have been consolidated into large 
claims. Thus, a shaft sunk on a con- 
solidated claim has been held to be 
work dono in every part of it; but the 
Circuit Court judgment overthrows that 
principle. The.appealed case has been 
twice argued in the Supreme Court, and 
its forthcoming decision is awaited with 
great interest.
